But 
with bull-dog tenacity she adhered to her 
purpose, as Grant did to his plan for taking 
Richmond, until she reached the shore, ant

the age of depreciated money is past. “The

The great question for the coming Leg­ 
islature to settle is that of the United 
States Senatorship.

The coal re­ 
ceipts were 292,817 tons, salt 219,826 bar­ 
rels, lumber 134,108,000 feet. shingles 161,- 
349,000, lath 7,603,000. 
The figures from the various depart­ 
ments of the city are also interesting. The 
total number of deaths for the year was 
1,813 against 2,243 In 1877 ; total number 
of marriages, 1,008, against 1,017 In 1877 ; 
total number of births, 3,004, against 2,359 
in 1877. The total receipts of the office of 
Collector of Internal Revenue were $2,- 
154,436 90. Of the post office, $150,176- 
73.

Queer Winter Statistics, 
From the New York World. 
Europe is evidently in, as our “philo- 
sopes and clerks” have forewarned us, tor 
one of her cold winters in this year 1879 
that is coming in with its Christmas to fall 
on a Thursday. In the Vosges there seems 
to be a precise repetition of the scenes so 
vividly depicted by Erckmann-Chatrian in 
“Le Consent” as marking the terrible sea­ 
son in winch the fragments of the Grand 
Army straggled homeward from Moscow, 
and England has not knows such a snow­ 
fall tor a generation a9 has just descended 
upon her. This fact has an especial inter* 
est in view of some queer statistics adduced 
not long ago by a writer in the Gardener’s 
Chronicle, who laid it down as a rule that 
“any very hard winter is likely to recur 
either forty-one years or eighty years la­ 
ter.” Precisely what this period may 
coincide with in Nature, the writer did 
not, perhaps could not, explain ; that may 
be left for the investigators who have laid 
down the rule of the connection of sun­ 
spots with commercial panics and Indian 
tamlaes. It is certain, however, that he 
brought to back him a very large number 
ot coincidences. Thus the hard winter of 
1683 was followed eighty years later by the 
hard winter ot 1763. At the same interval 
from the hard winters of 1708, 1716, and 
1739, came those of 1788,1796, and 1819, 
The three successive winters of 1783,1784, 
and 1785 fail under the forty-one years’ 
rule. The winter of 1754 was very severe, 
so was that of 1795, while that of 1835 was 
unusually mild. The hard winters of 1848, 
1855,1859,1860,1864, and 1865 all followed 
upon hard winters occurring either forty 
or eighty years previously, and the writer 
in the Gardener’s Chronicle said that, re­ 
lying on this rule, he predicted the cold 
weather of 1867 and 1875. Against the 
winter of 1878*’9 are both chances, since 
the winter of 1798 ’9 was very cold, and so 
was that of 1837-’8.

The Biggest Locomotive Engine. 
From the Pittsburg, Penn., Telegraph, Dec. 38. 
A huge specimen of locomotive art pass­ 
ed through here yesterday towed by other 
locomotives, on ii way to the Far West. it 
is a monster tank engine for the 
New 
Mexican and Southern Pacific Railroad, 
(A., T. and S. F. It. R.,) and which ls'spec- 
ially inteu a od to work on a long heavy 
grade at a point on tiro Rocky Mountains. 
It is the largest and most powerful locomo­ 
tive engine ever built in this country. It 
is a 10-wheel tank engine of consolidated 
pattern, having eight J riving wheels and a 
pony (two-wheel) truck 
The cylinders 
measure 20 by 26 inches, and the driving 
wheels are but 4e inches in diameter. The 
boiler is enormous, being straight,58 inches 
diameter. It bas 213 tubes, each over ll 
feet long. The fire-box is about IO feet 
long. A water-lank, almost the entire 
length ol the boiler, rests on top of the 
engine, and when filled with water will 
add considerably to the weight. The truck 
wheels are 30 inches in diameter, and are 
of paper, with steel tires,, similar to those 
no being used so extensively under the 
Pullman sleeping-cars and on the Metro­ 
politan Elevated Railroad, New York. 
This engine when in working order, will 
weigh 118.000 pounds. The great weight 
and size ol the boiler, and the small driving 
wheels combined, form a tremendous pow­ 
er well suited to the work the engine has 
to perform. The eight driving wheels are 
merely to distribute the weight, for if the 
weight rested on bat four, no track ever 
laid could stand the pressure. The weight 
is so great that the Western railroads over 
which it must pass will not permit it to go 
over bridges, so it will have to be taken to 
pieces and carried over rn sections. It 
passed oyer all the bridges of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Road without being dismantled.

In this connection the London correspond­ 
e d of the New Yolk Times—who at times 
appears to monopolize a great deal of the 
knowledge of the world—laments the fact 
that the English papers neglected to make 
any mention of George Eliot, or Miss 
Evans, or %Mrs. Lewes, or whatever her 
legal name may now be, in announcing 
and commenting upon, Mr, Lewis' death. 
According to the Times' Louden man, the 
rather disreputable woman to whom Mr. 
Lewes was married in early lite still lives. 
This statement is directly contradictory of 
one made over four years ago, on quite as 
good authority, to the effect that the orig­ 
inal Mrs. Lewes had kindly quitted ta is 
world, and that the long deterred mar­ 
riage ceremony between Mr. Lewes and 
Miss Evans had taken place "out of 
respect to 
the prejudices of society 
aud the majesty ot the law." When the 
first Mrs. Lewes abandoned tier husband 
for auotber man, the biographer of Goethe 
regarded the unfortunate occurrence like 
the philosopher he proiesstd to be, and 
made no effort either to gel her back or to 
deprive her of the right to bear his name. 
By and by she repented of her tolly and 
came back to Mr. Lewes with so much 
contrition on her lips, if not in her heart, 
that be philosophically forgave her, and 
by liviog with her thereafter condoned 
her offense. For a time they lived together 
in peace and happiness, but the wayward 
wife soon tired of this monotonous ex­ 
istence, and again eloped. This time sue 
went for good, and never thereafter 
troubled Mr. Lewes. 
The latter, by some 
crook of the English law, was debarred 
from a divorce after this second offense be­ 
cause he had condoned his wife’s former 
waywardness. 
Bo he was compelled to 
baar with this second freak as philosophi­ 
cally as he had done with the first. Mean­ 
while air. Lewes had made the acquaint­ 
ance of Miss Evans at the house of the ed* 
ltor-in-chief of The Westminster Review, 
Dr. Chapman, with whom abe resided 
while acting as his assistant in editing The 
Review. 
They were attracted toward 
each other lrom the surf. and finally came 
to live together in a eon of Platonic fash­ 
ion, in defiance ot the world. This step, it is 
related, was not taken hurriedly. 
They 
summoned a counsel of their wisest friends 
—or those who per-s:.d for such, Herbert 
Spencer, John Stuart Mill, 
Algernon 
Charles Swinburne, 
Matthew 
Arnold, 
Thomas Carlyle, Wilkie Collins and Ger­ 
ald Massey being a list of some who were 
probably consulted, it we may judge by the 
close intimacy which has always existed 
between them and the gifted novelist. The 
delicate difficulties in the way were laid 
before this plenary council, each of the 
contracting parties agreeing to abide by 
the decision, whatever it might be. 
That 
decision was all that Mr. Lewes and Miss 
Evans could ask—and they were told to 
"obey their own Instincts, and not permit 
aq empty technicality to obstruct their 
happiness. They followed this advice and 
lived together thereafter as man and wife 
Miss Evans soon became know , in her 
philosophical "set" at least, as Mrs. Lewes, 
even before the death of the original Mrs. 
Lewes, and although there was some san ­ 
dal for a time, and a few acquaintances fell 
away from them, their intimate friends re­ 
main steadfast from first to last. This story 
of the original Mrs. Lewis being still alive 
may po.-siblv be true, but lf it is, it is a lit­ 
tle singular that the widely circulated 
story ot death in IST! was not sooner con­ 
tradicted.
